Mr.  Chaimaii,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  the  hononr  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
of  the  Urban  DistirLct  of  Sav/bridgevvorth  for  the  year  ending  31st  December 
1959.  The  format  of  this  report  differs  slightly  from  that  of  last 
year  in  that  two  items  relating  to  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  week  of 
§.ge  have  been  added  to  the  Section  on  Vital  Statistics,  while  particulars 
relating  to  the  Factories  Acts  1937  to  1959  are  appended  in  a  different 
manner.  These  changes  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  instmictions 
contained  in  }(iinistry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1/60  dated  8th  January  I960. 

I  first  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the 
encouragement  and  si5)port  I  have  received  from  them  during  the  past  year 
and  for  the  unflagging  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  health  of  the 
Community. 


I  am*  also  most  grateful  to  my  Colleagues  and  especially  j^'ir.  Ford, 
the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  constant  help  and 
co-operation  they  have  afforded  me. 

During  1959  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  has  been  excellent. 
The  total  popijl.aticn  figures  show  a  smll  but  steady  rise  over  the  years. 

In  1949  these  figures  were  3 >692  while  in  1959  they  v/ere  4,550>  this 
latter  figure  being  an  increase  of  160  over  that  of  1958. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  continued  to  rise,  there  have  been 
no  still-births,  neither  have  there  been  any  maternal  deaths.  The 
number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  has  risen  from  30  in  1958  to  46  in  1959,  but 
of  these  20  ocd-irred  in  people  over  the  age  of  70.  I6,  or  34.8/,  of  the 

deaths  were  due  to  Hypertension  or  other  diseases  cf  the  circulatory  system. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  reported  during  the  year  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  advent  of  more  vaccine  has  given  an 
increasing  impetus  to  the  vaccination  campaign  carried  out  both  by  the 
local  doctors  and  the  County  Medical  Staff. 
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The  26  cases  of  Measles  which  occurred  were  a  small  number 
in  coirparison  to  the  large  m-imhers  seen  in  the  biennial  epidemic  which 
affected  England  and  Wales.  Out  of  5  cases  notified  as  Dysentery, 
if  were  unconfirmed  bacteriologically. 

As  has  happened  in  previous  years,  the  standard  of  hygiene 
in  food  premises  has  been  good  and  neither  admonitions  nor  prosecutions 
were  necessary.  No  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  were  reported  during 
the  year. 


No  action  was  required  under  Section  if?  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948o  All  persons,  however,  who  might  conceivably 
enter  the  category  for  which  this  Section  was  designed  are,  v/here 
possible,  kept  in  nund  ar:d  close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  local 
Doctors,  the  Health  Visitors,  the  District  Nurses  and  the  Old  Peoples' 
Welfare  Association. 

The  modem  problem  of  radiation  hazards  artifically  produced, 
although  a  negligible  one  in  Savi/bridgeworth,  is  not  a  matter  vdiich  can 
be  neglected.  A  number  of  reports  on  this  subject  v/ere  presented  to 
the  Council  during  the  year.  In  addition,  I  attended  a  v/eek's  course 
in  London  organised  by  the  Services  Group  of  the  Society  of  Medical. 
Officers  of  Health. 

Nev/  houses  to  the  number  of  52  ¥\rere  built  during  the  year  by 
private  enterprise,  v/hile  the  Council  has  already  taken  steps  to  extend 
its  own  building  programme  during  the  forthcoming  year,

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SOCIAL  COKDITIONS 


Sawbridgeworth,  described  as  Sabrixteworde  in  the  Domesday  Survey 
of  1086,  lies  in  the  extreme  East  of  Hertfordshire  where  the  River  Stort 
forms  the  natural  boundary  between  Hertfordshire  and  Essex.  Two  small 
fingers  of  the  Urban  District,  however,  project  across  the  River  at 
Spellbrook  and  at  Great  Hyde  Hall,  making  incursions  into  what  is  Essex 
geographically. 

Sawbridgeworth  is  a  pleasant  little  CountryTown  which  lies  astride 
the  main  London-Nevmiarket  Road  (A,11)  some  25  miles  from  London.  It 
is  well  served  by  a.  number  of  bus  routes  and  is  on  the  Liverpool  Street 
to  Cambridge  main  railv/ay  line,  soon  due  for  electrification  as  far  as 
Bishops  Stortford. 

The  Urban  District  lies  partly  in  the  Valley  of  the  Stort,  but 
rises  fairly  steeply  tov;ards  the  Y/est  to  a  height  of  approximately 
250  ft.  where  it  merges  into  undulating  countryside. 

The  Town,  v/hich  is  largely  residential,  but  has  a  few  light 
industries,  forms  a  pleasing  combination  of  the  old  and  the  new,  While 
many  of  the  buildings  in  the  Town  itself  proclaim  their  medieval  origin, 
numerous  pleasing  modem  residences  are  to  be  seen  in  the  outskirts. 

The  total,  area  comprises  2,678  acres  and  the  population  has  risen 
from  4,390  in  1958  to  4,550  in  1959. 

The  Town  is  served  by  an  excellent  piped  water  supply,  gas, 
electricity  and  main  drainage.  It  is  in  an  area  of  little  rainfall 
and  because  of  its  charm  and  amenities,  is  increasin^y  sought  after 
as  a  residential  area.

SANITARY  CIRCm^TANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUERLY 


The  piped  supply  is  provided  by  the  Herts  and  Essex  Water  CoiEpany 
to  1,550  premises,  six  of  which  share  three  standpipes, 

105 in  the  District,  including  new  houses,  were  connected  to 
the  mains  during  the  year,  leaving  four  dwellings  in  Spellbrook  which  are 
supplied  from  privately-owned  wells. 

QUALITY 

Bacteriological 

Reports  were  received  upon  49  samples  of  the  town’s  water  si;pply, 
and  show  that  B, Coli.  were  absent  from  100  ml,  in  each  case. 

Chemical 


One  sample  was  submitted  for  analysis.  The  result  showed  slight 
opalescence  and  deposit  due  to  the  presence  of  an  appreciable  and 
therefore  objectional.  trace  of  iron.  (Average  0,44  parts  per  million.) 
The  water  was  neutral  in  reaction,  very  hard  in  character  though  not 
excessively  so,  and  it  contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral 
constituents  in  solution.  It  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
and  bacterial  purity. 

Apart  from  the  objection  to  the  slight  lack  of  clarity  and  trace 
of  iron,  the  results  were  indicative  of  a  pure  wholesome  water 
suitable  for  public  si:pply  purposes, 

DRAINAGE,  SEWEEIACE  AND  SET/ZACE  DISPOSAL 

Most  of  the  District  is  seiwed  by  main  drainage.  Sewage  is 
disposed  of  at  two  sewage  v/orks.  The  effluent  at  the  principal  works 
is  discharged  into  the  River  Stort  after  purification  and  in  the  case  of 
the  other  (smaller)  works,  it  is  disposed  of  by  septic  tank  treatment 
followed  by  land  irrigation. 

Two  out  of  five  samples  of  effluent  taken  from  the  Central  Sewage 
Works  for  analysis  were  satisfactory  upon  analysis.  Two  samples  v/ere 
slightly  high  in  suspended  matter,  and  the  other  had  a  high  B. O.D,  content. 
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REPUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Household  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  and  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Hedricks  Lane  Tip.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  in  connection  with  trade  refuse.

52  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year  and  the  Council 
accepted  tenders  for  the  erection  of  22  dwellings  on  the  Bullfields 
Housing  Estate. 

HOUSINC  ACT  1957 

Official  representations  were  made  to  the  Coiancil  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  six  cottages  which  were  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

The  Council  accepted  a  proposal  from  the  ov/ner  of  a  cottage  which 
was  included  in  the  piuposed  Slum  Clearance  Programme.  The  owner 
undertook  to  carry  out  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  dv/elling  in  order 
to  make  the  property  up  to  a  standard  required  for  human  habitation. 

A  standard  grant  was  given  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  the  works.  The 
work  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  subject  to  the  repairs 
and  inprovements  being  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  the 
property  will  be  removed  from  the  Sl\ma  Clearance  Programme.
